Tribune man accompanied the mem- 
bers of the county board to Marshlield 
where the now iusauo asylum, re- 
cently completed and put in operation, 
was visited. 


The asylum is located about two 


and one half miles this side of Marsh- 
field, both the Soo and Northwestern 
roads running thro tiie laud adjacent 
to the building, altlio the building is 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
tracks. 
The laud belonging to the 


asylum is what is left of liOO acres 
after tho railway right of waj-a am 
taken out, or about 570 acres. 


Only a part of this laud is under 


cultivation or capable of being culti- 
vated at the present time, bnt work 
is being done whenever the weather 
pejrmits and it is tho intention to have 
as much of it in nsa as possible dur- 
ing tlie coming season. 


Tlie asylum is au imposing looking 


building and is so located that it will 
be 
possible 
to 
enrrouud it with 


grounds 
that 
will 
be ornamental 


when put into shape 


As the train was late on Thursday 


afternoon the visitors did not arrive 
at their 
destination 
until 
ucarlj 


half past three o'clock. 
They were 


met by Mr. Gilseu, the manager of 
the place as well a« Geo. Ward and 
Rcbt. 
Counor, 
two of tlio com- 


m'ssioners, and after warming up a 
bit they wero taken on a tour of in- 
ipection thru the place. 


To siy that the visitors were vary 


favorably impressed with tho appear- 
ance of things in general, doesn't 
half express it. 
Everything was as 


neat as a pin, and ai the visitors 
wandered thru tho kicehou, serving 
room, dining room 
and bakery it 


was a matter of wonder how the num- 
ber ot people tiiero could bo taken 
caro of with such a marked absence 
of anything rssembliug dirt or con- 
fusion. 


Tlie asylum hns a capacity of 181 


patients, altho Manager Glilseu made 
the statement that they could nceoin- 
modato 200 without crowding un- 
necessarily. 


At the present tirno there are Sli 


in the building, about half mou and 
half women. 
Tlie visitors went thru 


both the male and female wards, and 
any present who had expected any 
scenes of wild disorder wero^ disap- 
pointed. The -visitors converted with 
tlie patients and they seemed to be 
pretty generally as happy and con- 
tended as a man iu ench a place- could 
be expected to feel. • Among the in- 
mates from this city is F. W. Young, 
who, 
upon being questioned stated 


that they were Well treated and well 
fed, 
altho he said that ho would 


rather be at liuiiio were it possible for 
him to be there. 
Miss Nellie Bell 


is also a patient from this oity and 
is apparently enjoying good health. 


Thursday was a stormy day and 


most of the patients were inside, the 
superintendent, stating that only about 
twelve were occupied at work outside 
of the building at that time. 
The 


patients are kept bnsy as inuuh as 
possible out of doors whenever tlie 
weather will permit, this generally 
being better for them than couflne- 


iu some plact'st, bnt the room is filled 
with small tables each seating eight 
poisons. 


By the way, Snpt. Gilwn stated 


that it cost the i-onuty jnet 72 couts 
a wi'f^k to feed o:«:li patient, which 
would seem like getting the folding 
proposition down 
to a pretty liui\ 


point. 
However, the vinitorn weru 


shown the bill uf fiirp'afi Korvt'd t« the 
p:i'iouts mill it. was apparently all 
right. 


At the conclusion uf supper it was 


UL':irly time for the train to leave and 
the parly made thuir way thru the 
snow to the railway track. 
Uero, 


owing to thu fact that tho aui-ut. at 
Murshlield is it masterful purverter 
of the truth, they were compelled to 
stand out in the wind and snow for 
forty minutes bnfoio thn train put in 
an appearance, .after which tho re- 
mainder of tho journey was uiado 
without iucouviuifluco. 


There were about torty-flvo in the 


party from this city and they agreed 
to a man that, thu new asylum was a 
wonderful institution, well built and 
well l;ept and wore loud in thoir 
praise of the uiunuur in which 
they 


wero received and treated by Supt, 
Gilsen. 
The 
place iu certainly a 


crudit to the county and afttir enough 
time has elapsed to permit them to 
Improve the grounds ai intended it 
will present a very uoiii and artistic 
appearance.

rooms unless their trouble makes it 
necessary 
to keep them shot up, 


befnc allowed iu the corridors where 
there are a number of attendants to 
see that order is kept at all times. 


At the present time only one floor 


of tbe building is in nse, the top floor 
being shut oEE from the rest, bat this 
will come into use as the number of 
patients is increased. 
It was stated 


tbat another consignment of nineteen 
was expected the first of the month, 
which would raise the number to 106. 


The dormitories each contain seven 


or eight beds, the bedsteads being 
of white enamel and as neat and clean 
as it would be possible to make them. 
There is an abundance of bath rooms 
scattered tbruout tbe building, with 
shower baths in the basement where 
the patients who are employed outside 
remove their working clrthes, take a 
bath and put on the clothing tnat 
they 'wear inside, and then pass into 
their quarters. 
•j There 
are also etore rooms and 


ventilating fans in the basement tlmt 
force fresh air to all parts of the 
building. A number of cows are kept 
by the institution and they have a 
cream separator and are installing a 
churn so tbat they will make their- 
own bntter. 
Adjacent to the kitchen 


is a large refrigerator of sufficient 
capacity to accommodate all the sup- 
plies of a perishable nature. 1!lie 
refrigerator holds sixty tons of ice. 
Tbe kitchen is -wainscoted with whice 
enamel and has tile flooring and much 
of the cooking is done by steam, 
altlio there are large ranges in the 
place also. . 


Immediately below the dining room 


is the amusement hall which is, of 
generous proportions, where tbe in- 
mates are said to hold dances at stated 
interrals. 
. 


The inspection 
of the building 


concluded at five o'clock ana sapper 
was announced at 5:30, audit there 
were any criticisms concerning the 
bill of fare none of-them were heard 
at that time.' The dining hall is a

British empire should remain tmtrav- 
ersed by white men.

New Gijiuca is comparatively civilized 
and the British portion is administer- 
er by the crown.

Large portions of the interior, how- 


ever, are still jealously preserved by 
families who dine, for 
choice,

each other.

island is divided between the British, 
German and Dutch nations.

interior of South America, where 300,- 
000 square miles or so are still waiting 
for the first white man's foot to in- 
trude on any of them.

overwhelm and eat its proprietors; im- 
passable cypress swamps and 
snake 


bite. The latter commodity cannot be 
equaled anywhere else—there is 
no 


place on the 
globe 
where 
deadly 


snakes swarm to such an extent and 
hardly any of them permit the least 
hope of life after a bite. 


Even the natives—mainly harmless 


forest Indians—have no notion 
of 


the way about, but 
all places 
are 


alike to them. 
They have been known 


to bring gold dust down from places 
which they cannot, or do not want 
to, describe. 
In the Himalayas themselves, on IDe 


doorstep of India, and no very great 
way from Siam, there is a district 
across the border that is still unex- 
plored, and nothing is known of the 
hill tribes that inhabit it, except by 
rumor. 
According to native accounts it is a 


country of suffragettes, for tbe hill 
women rule entirely, and each woman 
with the property qualifications has at 
least four or flve husbands, who do 
all tbe house and farm work and have 
no voice in aEairs.

Tho Wisconsin fitate board of health 


has been informed that 
tho 
public 


olIlKinis of towns, villages and counties 
of (he suite generally do not know that 
tho board is prepared to furnish 
at 


actual 
cost 
diphtheric anti-toxin. 


Commercial houses, 
which 
furnish 


most <-/!' tho anti-toxins used 
in 
the 


state, c'.Hi'KO more-than the state does. 
Thn state's price for the 1,000 units 
is '10 cents. 


The statrj board ot health, wnnts to 


mnlti ittui-loxins for other contagious 
diseases ancl had u bill introduced at 
the lasi: sussioii of Ui3 legislature ap- 
propriating sufllcicjnt money to enable 
it to do KO, but. the bill did not pass. 
Tlio board, however, makes some anti- 
toxin for typhoid fever, and used some 
in vuocinating the inmates 
of

Green County Insane asylum and poor- 
house during a recent outbreak o£ the 
disease; there. 
Owing to its limited 


funds, the board is not able to furnish 
much typhoid anti-toxin. 


The Pasteur institute, which is un-

actual cost of the serum and the, ex- 
pcnsL- of injecting it. The board esti- 
mates that it saved the people of Wis- 
consin SI0,000 for anti-toxins last year, 
uud will probably do better this year.

ence with the circulation,
